WC. Waurice Fougerolle. 


M. Maurice Fougerolle, who is one of 
the most prominent figures in the group 
of French engineers now interested iu 
Arigna, is the son of the firm known in 
France as “ Enterprise Fougerolle,”’ which 
is linked with two other famous French 
contractor companies. M. Fougerolle tells 
me, however, that the eldest gon oí this 
family is engaged in work with another 
firm of contractors in France. 

M. Maurice Fougerolle, who has now 
been in Ireland for some six months, on 
and off, is a Parisian, and comes of a 
family who for five generations have been 
contracting engineers. In the third 
generation four. brothers of this family 
were partners of the firm. M. Fougerolle 
was born in Tunis, where -his father was 
engaged in constructing the water supply 
to the city. He spent his childhood and 
student days in France, and in recent 
years he went to America with the mission 
of French electrical engineers who were 
engaged in studying the development of 
hydro-electrical schemes in various parts 
of the United States. 

Within the last week M. Fougerolle has 
been joined in Dublin by M. Courtaigne, 
who directed the harnessing of the Rhine 
at Basle two years ago, a gigantic scheme 
which involved a great part of French and 
German territory in the river area, M. 
Courtaigne is of Norman stock, and has 
undertaken work . for the firm of 
Fougerolle and its affiliated companies in 
various parts of the world. He came to 
Ireland last December in connection with 
the Leitrim development scheme. He will 
now spend a few days in Drumshambo, 
whence he will return to Paris.

A correspondent writes :—I wonder how 
many of the thousands of visitors to 
Bangor during the summer experienced

I hear that three noted archeological 
experts have been touring North Dublin in 
search of finds. They are Dr. Lynch, 
of Stammullen; the Rev Michael 
O'Flanagan, and Mr. Tallon. At Garris- 
town they investigated an earthen rampart 
connected with the early history of Ire- 
land, and at Crockfada Mr. Tallon identi- 
fied a site near the racecourse with reason- 
able certainty as being a royal cemetery.

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STATESMAN. 
EVE OF WAR DRAMA 
“RECALLED: © 
im on 


NE of the greatest of war-time 
Ministers, an ever-dwindling band, 
is removed by the death of 

Lord Grey was Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs when Europe plunged into 
war in August, 1914; and it was he, moze 
than any other British Minister, who con- 
vinced the ardinary British citizen of the 
rightness of ergy, the War. : | 

rey's speech in the House of Common | 
on August 3rd, 1914, settled the issue of 
whether the British Cabinet could go to 
war with a united nation behi it. 
Except for a small group of Labour 
pacifists, the whole country—and, indeed. 
the Empire—immediately accepted the 
necessity for war. The speech that carried 
such universal conviction was no mere 
effort in rhetoric, It was a clear, reasoned 
statement of the facts of the situation taat 
led irresistibly to one conclusion. 

The reception accorded to the s gave 
a wavering Liberal “abinet the fullest 
national authority to demand from Ger- 
many guarantees that she would respect 
the nentrality of Belgium, and, in conse- 
auence of the German refusal, Britain ’ 3 
next day went to war. 

The scene in the House of Commons on 
the day of Grey’s historic speech will 
always be remembered by those who wit- 
nessed it. 

The crisis had come suddenly in fem 
days, at a moment when the whole atten- 
tion of the country was concentrated on 
acute domestic troubles arising out of the 
Irish Home Rule controversy, 


IRELAND’S LOYALTY. 


But with the emergence of national 
danger the political dissensions disappeared 
in a wight, and the extremists of domestic 
political. controversy—Conservatives and 
the Irish Nationalists—rallied behind and 
even brought unity among the members of 
the Liberal Cabinet. 

Grey’s famous utterance was delivered 
throughout in the quiet, clear, passionless 
voice that always distinguished his 


‘speeches. He spoke to an” enthralled 


audience in an atmosphere of silence that 
has rarely been felt at Westminster. For 
the first—and only—time in the history of 
the House, chairs were brought in to ac- 
commodate members who could not find 
seats on the benches, and the House pre- 
sented the strange spectacle of rows of 
chairs occupying the floor space between 
the Ministerial and Opposition sides of the 
Chamber. | 

Though the war crisis came with 
dramatic suddenness, it had been preceded 
by years of menacing uncertainty. Grey 
had been in office only a few weeks—in 
1906—when he first encountered the grave 
uneasiness caused by German policy. For 
the next eight and a-half years he was to 
devote his official life to the solution of 
European difficulties that might lead to 
war. 

His critics have contended that the 
coming of the War was the measure of his 
failure. Certainly, the War ruined the 
policy of pacification which he had striven 
to promote, i 


M.P. AT TWENTY-THREE. 


Edward Grey was born on April 25th, 
1862. He was educated at Winchester and 
Balliol College, Oxford, and succeeded his 
grandfather, Sir George Grey, in the 
baronetcy at the age of 20. Two years 
later he entered upon his public career, 
and began that interest in foreign affairs 
that was to serve him for a lifetime by 
becoming Private Secretary to Sir Evelyn 
Baring at the London Conference on 


Egypt. 

In 1885, when he was 23, he was elected 
Liberal M.P. for Berwick-on-Tweed, and 
continued to represent the constituency 
until July, 1916, when, largely through 
his failing eyesight, he was transferred 
to the Howse of Lords as a Viscount. 

His academic career was without dis 
tinction, and as a young man his reputa 
tion was that of a country gentleman who 
was an amateur champion at tennis, and 
had a taste for other sports as well. In 
1892, at the age of 30, Grey was given the 
Under-Secretaryship at the Foreign (Office 
in the Gladstone Ministry, and the House 
of Commons quickly discovered that he 


combined an aptitude for foreign affairs, 


with a remarkable lucidity of speech. He 
had a delightful voice, smooth, clear and 
persuasive. His voice was, indeed, 
characteristic of his straightforward 
manners and methods in all situations; 
for he was never prominent in any of the 
fiercer personal and party controversies 
that marked pre-War politics. 


ASQUITH’S HENCHMAN. 


Somehow, he stood aloof from them, and 
this quality in due course gave him a 
status at home and abroad that enriched 
his authority as British Foreign Secretary. 

During the period of Liberal dissensions 
he was associated with the Liberal Im- 
perialists (Asquith and Haldane), and 
the antagonism between Grey and Lloyd 
George originated in those years of Liberal 
Opposition, which included the South 
African War. : 

Grey was the natural choice for the post 
of Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
when Campbell-Bannerman formed his 
Liberal Administration in December, 1905. 
From then until December, 1916, on the 
fall of the Asquith Coalition, Grey 
remained at the head of the Foreign 
Office—the longest continuous spell of the 
Foreign Secretaryship that has ever been 
held by any statesman. ' 

Parliament was dissolved immediately 
after the formation oí the Campbell- 
Bannerman Government, and it was in the 
middle of the general election of January, 
1906, that Grey, as Foreign Seeretary, 
was asked by France whether she could 
reckon on the help of the British armed 
forces in the event of war with Germany. 
Difficulties were then developing between 
France and Germany regarding Morocco, 
and it had already been announced that 
the new Liberal Government would main- 
tain Lord Lansdowne’s policy of an 
entente With France. 


EMBARRASSING REQUEST. 

The French inquiry could not have been 
made at a more embarrassing moment. ‘t 
was obviously not a fit subject for public 
disclosure at election time, and, indeed, 
the public did not learn of it until years 
aiterwards. - | 

Members of the Cabinet were scattered 
throughout the country fightin, elections. 
Grey told the French Ambassador that 1% 
was impossible, in the circumstances, for 
him to give a reply, and that he could 
only state as his personal opinion that if 
France were to be attacked by Germany in 
consequence-of a question arising out of 


the agreement which the Conservative 


Government had recently coneluded with 
the French Government, public opinion in 
England would be strongly moved in 
favour of France. | 

Grey's attitude on the question sf

ecember, 1916, when he retired with his 
friend and chief, Asquith, on the creation 
of the Lloyd George Coalition. i 

Guey's diplomacy was given the credit of 
bringing Italy into the war against the 
Central Powers in 1915, and his bandling of 
the difficulties that arose with America out 
of the blocade evoked praise. , 

After the close of his official career Lord 
Grey took only a small part in public life. 
He went to wasmeageee for a few months in 
1919 as temporary Ambassador to carry out 
a special mission regarding peace questions. 
He gave a good sal of time and energy 
to the cause of the League of Nations, and 
from time to time he took an active part in 
the affairs of the Liberal Party.

3rey agmmoves the formation of the 
National Government in August, 1931, and 
strongly supported it in public speeches ; but 
he disapproved of its fiscal policy, and en- 
dorsed the action of Sir Herbert Samuel and 
his Liberal supvorters in withdrawing from 
the Government last autumn. 

Lord Grey published in 1925 a narrative 
of his political reminiscences and foreign 
policy under the title ‘‘ Twenty-five. Years, 
1892-1916.’ 


FIGHT WITH BLINDNESS. 


Tor many years Lord Grey had seen the 
glamour of greatness only through eyes that 
were growing physically dim with a per- 
sistent ailment, which made but s odic 

nses to treatment. In the early years 
of the War-he had to be guided to and from 
his daily work, his eyes shielded 7 dark 
spectacles. Stoically he studied Braille, and 
even read Wells's “ Outline of History ' by 
touch. 

At one time his sight made a great re- 
covery, and it was recorded how he was seen 
walking “ almost jauntily ” without spectacles 
along a London street. But the old trouble 
afterwards recurred, and in 1924 it was one 
of his reasons for resigning from the House 
of Lords leadership of the Liberal Party. 

His first wife met a tragic death in 1906. 
She was killed in a trap accident. Before 
her marriage in 1885 she was Miss — 
Widdrington, the daughter of Mr. 8. FE. 
vider pie Ong of Newton Hall, Northumber- 
land. Her death was to her devoted husband 
a tremendous blow. 

Sixteen years later he matried again, the 
widow of the first Baron Glenconner, in whom 
he found an ideal helpmate. She died in 
1928. She, lie her husband, was devoted to 
birds and animals. She died after only a 
few hours’ illness at Wilsford Manor, near 
Salisbury. Immediately Viscount Grey was 
told that she was ill he had an express 
stopped at his private station, and travelled 
throughout the night from Northumberland ; 
but he was too late. His wife had died 
soon after he had set out for the South. 

Lady Grey—one of the three Wyndham 
sisters—was one of Sargent’s ‘‘ Three 
Graces,” 


HIS LOVE OF BIRDS, 


In his younger days Lord Grey was an 
enthusiastic tennis player, and in 1896 ne 
won the amateur championship. He was an 
authority on fly-fishing and ornithology, and 
on each subject had written a treatise. This 
was what he coveted for old age: “ A time 
of unlimited leisure that we shall spend with 
old friends in the library. There is a garden 
outside the library, and, of course, a suitable 
river. That will be the happiest time of all. 
I, in those days, shall have no thought of 
politics.” : 

He loved nothing more than quiet hours 
in the wonderful wild bird sanctvary at his 
Northumberland home. There birds have 
nested for years, growing very tame, while 
Viscount Grey watched their domestic bliss 
—or bother. 

Sir James Barrie, who gave a luncheon 
party last year to celebrate Lord Grey's 
seventieth birthday, told what he said was a 
true story of the statesman. 

“ One day, in Downing street, during the 
war some other Ministers asked Lord Grey 
what he would do if the Germans won and 
said to him: ‘ Unless you salute our flag you 
shall die.’ 

“ But Mr. Lloyd George, who was one of 
the company, said: ‘ The Germans would put 
a stiffer one to him than that. They would 
say: ‘Unless you salute our flag we shall 
shoot your squirrels.’ '' 

There is no heir to the viscountcy, The 
heir to the baronetcy is Mr. Charles George 
Grey, for some time in the West African 
Medical Service at Nigeria. :

OPERATION IN NORTH.

Certain advantages. accrue to pig producers 
who register under the scheme, chief among 
these being the right to require the Pigs 
Marketing Board to buy all live pigs which- 
cannot be disposed of to a pig curer; the 
right to enter into contracts with curers for 
the supply of pigs, and the right to vote 
at elections of members to the Board.

Provision is also. made in the draft bill 
for consolidation of the improvements, gene- 
ral purposes, borough, water and poor rates, 
to be known a» the municipal rate; a pension 
scheme for Corporation and vocational edu- 
cation employés and for workers; an exten- 
sion of the city boundary, and a joint scheme 
of r law for the city and county. 

ith regard to the boundary extension, 
failing an agreement, the Minister is asked 
to hold a sworn inquiry into the merits should 
he consider it to be necessary. 

The ‘meeting adopted the draft bill in re- 
lation to the appointment of a City Manager, 
his powers, duties and functions, and also 
the formation of a new Council, its powers, 
duties and functions, and adjourned the con- 
sideration of the other recommendations to a 
future date.

An English Statesman. 
Viscount Grey of Fallodon had his 
great hour on that fateful day when 
he was England’s spokesman in the 
House of Commons at the outbreak 
of the War. His death has removed 


tatives of the Gladstonian régime in 
English politics; for Edward Grey was an 
Englishman pur sang, with many of the 
qualities, and some of the defects of his 
race. He entered politics as a young man 
in the tradition of England’s ruling 
classes; but in his early years in Parlia- 
ment he showed a greater aptitude for 
tennis than for public affairs. Then 
Mr. Gladstone discovered that his young 
lieutenant took more than a superficial 
interest in foreign politics and that he 
was a speaker of uncommon merit. Grey 
was appointed Under-Secretary when he 
was just thirty, and thenceforward his 
career was assured. He was a Liberal of 
the imperialist school—following the 
example of those who deserted Fox and 
adhered to Palmerston. When Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman selected his Cabinet 
Grey was sent to the Foreign Office, and, 
with Asquith and Haldane, formed the 
imperialist enclave in a Cabinet that was 
composed largely of Radicals and partly 
of pro-Boers. He remained Foreign 
Secretary until 1916, when, with his 
friend and political chief, Mr. Asquith, 
he left the Government. He held his high 
office for a longer period than any other 
Foreign Secretary, and directed foreign 
affairs throughout the most critical period 
of British history. 

In those stately days, when Edward VII. 
ruled over the British Empire, foreign 
affairs were in the nature of an esoteric 
science. There was no such thing as open 
diplomacy, and during the few years that 
preceded the outbreak of war Sir Edward 
Grey was sole arbiter of foreign policy. 
His colleagues had many other things to 
occupy their minds. Mr. Lloyd George's 
Budget of 1909 had brought about a blood- 
less revolution ; the Parliament Act upset 
the tradition of centuries, and Ulster’s 
opposition to Irish Home Rule nearly 
precipitated a civil war. While Britain 
was being convulsed by these distractions 
Europe was drifting rapidly towards 
Armageddon. Sir Edward Grey, with one 
or two other members of the Cabinet, saw 
the danger and did his best to avert it. 
He was responsible for the. Balkan settle- 
ment of 1913, which, unhappily, was a 
failure. All his influence, then and after- 
wards, was used to maintain the peace ; 
but certain members of the Government 
would not listen to his warnings. Lord 
Morley and Mr. Lloyd George, in par- 
ticular, scorned the suggestion of a world 
war. Even after the Kaiser’s interview 
with the Daily Telegraph in 1908 the 
Radical element shut its eyes to the truth, 
and it was not until the Panther was sent 
to Agadir that Mr. Lloyd George began to 
be alarmed. By that time the stage 
was set for the struggle. 

His critics declare that, if Sir Edward 
Grey had announced boldly that the in- 
vasion of Belgium by Germany would force 
Britain to go to war, the Kaiser’s General 
Staff would have hesitated before it 
launched its armies. This is a matter which 
history will decide. Our generation will 
think of Edward Grey as a man who, when 
the crisis came, spoke with the voice of 
England. He had no desire for notoriety, 
and shunned the limelight as assiduously 
as some of his colleagues courted it; he 
was essentially a gentleman. If he had 
been less aristocratic in his outlook, he 
might have been more successful as a 
politician; for yulgarity seems to be an 
essential attribute of modern statecrafs. 
The war blew conventional diplomacy sky- 
high, and with it went many of the 
principles which Edward Grey held dear. 
Our world of to-day moves too quickly for 
men of his type, but it is the poorer for 
their disappearance, Honesty of purpose, 
singleness of mind, unswerving belief in 
his country’s destiny—these were the 
qualities that raised Viscount Grey of 
Fallodon above so many of his contem- 
poraries. He had none of the more 
‘popular attractions, none of the attributes

declined in value through the increasing 
competition of foreign exporters; but the 


effect of Ottawa has been to reduce that 


competition ; and the Free State, if she had 
kept her head, would have acquired 
greater advantages than ever. As things 
are, she is crippled by the loss of 50 per 
cent, of her commerce with England; her 
farmers are left with useless beasts on 
their hands, and the stock-breeders of 
England and of the other Dominions are 
making money at the Free State’s expense. 
She was offered the finest opportunity of 
fortune in her history, and rejected it.

The Nazi Church 


Hope that the unified Evangelical 
Church of Germany would be able to resist 
the political machine has been short-lived ; 
the ‘‘ German Christians,’’ who are 
vehement Nazis, have taken complete 
charge of it. The last general synod of 
the Chutch of the Old Prussian Union— 
soon to be replaced by the Senate of the 
lately unified Church—was held on Tues- 
day. Since the “ German Christians ” 
obtained a large majority at the recent 
Church elections, their leader (and Herr 
Hitler’s persona] nominee), Dr. Miller, is 
regarded already as the first Reich Primate 
of the unified Church. For that reason 
the proceedings at Tuesday’s synod have 
a baleful significance. Of the 229 members 
two-thirds were “ German Christians ’’ ; 
the moderate ‘‘ Gospel and Church ’”’ 
group could muster only seventy-five. Dr. 
Miller told the minority, with brutal 
frankness, what it must expect if it refuses 
to be dragooned.’ He threatened that any- 
body who should “ spread false informa- 
tion abroad '. would be sent to a 
concentration camp, and declared that 
henceforward the national conception of 
“race ” must prevail in the German 
Church. Dr. Werner, president of the 
synod, then foreshadowed a change in the 
Church’s Gospel, to suit the Hitlerite 
creed. ‘‘ The everlasting Church,” he 
said, ‘‘ indicated perpetual change in the 
They wanted again a Gospel that 
was in harmony with the nation’s blood 
and race.” At this point the moderates 
left the synod, which proceeded to adopt 
a variety ‘of measures and resolutions. One 
of these proposes to create ten Nazi 
bishops. Another. asks the unified 
Church's Senate to decree that no person 
having a Jewish grand-parent, or a wife of 
Jewish ‘‘or other non-Aryan blood,’’ 
shall hold office in the Church. The Berlin 
Correspondent of The Times says that the 
synod’s transactions on Tuesday are still 
unknown to the German public. The 
Press kept a discreet silence—save only 
the Berliner Tageblatt, which, because it 
dared to mention Dr. Miiller’s threat of 
the concentration’ camp, has been con- 
fiscated. Germany's true Protestantism, 
however, has survived many trials, and 
it will survive the present delirium of her 
national affairs. 


Cheese. 


During the last few days the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture has paid a visit 
to the Mitchelstown Creamery, in County 
Cork, where large quantities of cheese are 
being manufactured. Twelve tons of cheese 
leave the factory every week, and the 
erezauery has difficulty in coping with its 
orders. One hundred and ten persons are 
employed, and it appears that the output 
of the factory is likely to increase heavily 
in the near future. While we welcome the 
success of this Irish industry, which pro- 
duces cheese of good and wholesome 
quality, we cannot but deplore the fact 
that imports continue to be forbidden. 
Cheese is a generic term, like wine, and the 
connoisseur of the one is just as fastidious 
as the connoisseur of the other. We are 
ready to admit that-the gourmet has no 
right to expect a Government to discrimi- 
nate in his favour; but, just as the man 
who appreciates a Haut Brion or a Chateau 
Margaux of the right year cannot be blamed 
if he turns up his nose at a bottle of stout, 
or even at a vin ordinaire, theepicure who 
likes his Camembert, his Gruyére or his 
Pont l’Evéque of the proper vintage must 
be pardoned if he refuses to console him- 
self with a native product, however good 
it may happen to be. Cheese, after all, }s 
a luxury. Most people may be satisfied 
with a Cheddar or a Cheshire, or even 
with that nondescript product that is 
designated merely as “ cheese ’’ ; but there 
is a select company that knows when a 
Stilton has the proper bouquet, or when a 
Gorgonzola is sufficiently decayed. Such 
men are left cold by the news that 
Mitchelstown is flourishing. In the course 
of time Free State manufacturers may be 
able to satisfy the most delicate palates ; 
until that day, unless Dr. Ryan softens

France's Import Duties. 


The French Government's decision to 
revise its import duties—the revision will 
operate at the beginning of next month — 
came as a shock to many business men 
here who had been hopeful that matters 
were settled.

Timber from Russia. 

The Cabinet, at its meeting on Tuesday, 
considered the question of Russian timber 
imports, and it is understood that an 
official statement on the subject will be 
made in the course of the next few days. 
This statement probably will reveal the 
Government’s attitude in the light of tif 
Ottawa agreement. Mr. Kt. B. Bennett, 
the Canadian Premier, recently made re- 
presentations. to the Board of Trade con- 
cerning the low-priced supplies of timber 
pouring into this country from Russia, 
and drew attention to the clause in the 
Ottawa agreement which calls for action 
where Dominion preference was threatened 
by developments in another country. Air. 
Bennett's point is of considerable import- 
ance in view of the steadily increasing 
tendency of Canada to trade with Empire 
enuntries—a tendency which received con- 
siderable impetus from the Ottawa agree- 
ment. A survey of industry in Canada, 
completed early this year by the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, shows that many 
of the manufacturers of Canada have 
placed their products in Empire markcts 
as a direct outcome of the agreement 
while Canada’s imports from Empire 
countries during the ten months that 
ended in January last rose from 25 to 
29 per cent

The French Consul in Santiago has 
asked for military protection for his 
estate, which is threatened with destruc- 
tion as a result of the political unrest. 

President Roosevelt’s action in consult- 
ing the Latin-American diplomats has 
caused something of a stir in Washington, 
according to the special correspondents 
of the newspapers. 

It is felt that the President’s action not 
only suggested the imminence of extreme 
action, but also assumed the joint interest 
of all American republics in the preserva- 
tion of order in the Caribbean and the 
Southern hemisphere, 

President ‘Roosevelt, it is noted, has 
established two precedents—first, by per- 
sonally assuming direction of the situa- 
tion, rather than entrusting it to Mr. 
Cordell Hull (the Secretary of State) ;

The French Ambassador in Washington 
has made inquiries; of Mr. Cordell Hull, 
the Secretary of State, regarding a report 
that an unnamed Frenchman was killed in 
Santiago de Cuba. The State Department 
has received no report, but is making 
immediate inquiries at Havana. 


U.S. "PLANES PREPARE.

‘This 
latter Finn Ch had not arisen, and for 
that reason the creameries felt that .the 
price being paid for butter should not 
now be depressed from 102s. to 99s. 8d. 
It was claimed on behalf of the deputa- 
tion that this reduction in price to 99s. 8d.

CALCULATIONS UPSET. 


The officials of the Department said that 
the increase in the production of butter 
had upset their calculations, and it was 
found necessary to increase the levy in 
order to keep the bounty fund, to which 
the levy goes, in a solvent condition.

Ths Poole Fire Brigade worked desperately 
to save other bungalows, and the fre was 
not extinguished until several hours had 
elapsed. : 
People living in the vicinity beat out the 
flames as they swept over the ground. Their 
task was made all the more difficult when the 
flames leaped high into the trees. Many re- 
sidents in cottages in the neighbourhood, 
fearing that their houses would become in- 
volved, hastily removed their furniture on to 
the roads. The smoke was so dense that

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SHORTAGE OF MILK 


AND VEGETABLES, 
THE water shortage in Dublin continues 
to cause anxiety to the ofhcials re- 
sponsible íor the city's supply, the more so 
as there seems to be no likelihood of a 
break in the \weather. “‘If we get some 
heavy rain withimthe next fortnight or 
go,” it was stated\ yesterday, “all will 
be well. If, however, the drought con- 
tinues much longer, a serious situation 
will undoubtedly develop.”’ 
The state of affairs, of course, gets worse 
day by day, though it has not yet reached 
a condition that calls for serious action. 
The rationing of the supply, and its dis- 
continuance for certain hours of the day, 
may have to be enforced, but the au- 
thorities are reluctant to do this unless it 
becomes absolutely necessary. Several in- 
dustrial firms have expressed their alarm 
at the prospect of rationing, which might 
interfere with the conduct of their busi- 
ness, but it is understood that ample 
notice—amounting to several days—will 
be given of the City Engineer’s intention 
of taking this step. It is unlikely that 
rationing will be enforced for at least 
another week, though it may become neces- 
sary after that. 
The present crisis has been partly 
brought about by the carelessness of house- 
holders, and their neglect to provide 
against wastage. Rathmines, as has been 
stated, provides the worst offenders, and 
their supply from the Bohernabreena Re- 
servoir oe had to be augmented by the 
supply from Roundwood, which usually is 
confined to the city proper. Of late, it 
is true, Rathmines has been a little more 
careful in its use of water; for the level 
of the reservoir has not fallen to the same 
extent as it was falling before, but it is 
still felt that the consumption is excessive 
in that district. 


DECREASED MILK YIELD. 


There is a shortage of milk and 
vegetables in Dublin and the surrounding 
country. The ordinary consumer is un- 
likely to be compelled to reduce his milk 
allowance, but in a few months time there 
may be a definite scarcity of certain veget- 
ables. : 

Supplies of milk are by no means normal, 
an fish Timcs representative was told 
yesterday by the manager of a leading firm 
‘of dairymen. As a result of the long _— 
of dry weather, there is no outside feeding 
for cows, and this has caused a decreased 
milk yield. 

In the near, future there will be even 
less milk, but the Dublin householder will 
be able to obtain his usual supply.. Whole- 
salers, however, may have some difficulty 
in obtaining all the milk they require, and 
the small retailer may be forced to increase 
his prices. Our representative was assured 
that the big dairymen have no thought 
at the moment of raising their prices. 

The principal effect of the shortage will 
be to reduce the surplus of milk that is 
usually available for the small retailer. 
The general public should not be restricted 


in any way. . 


VEGETABLES WILL BE 
SCARCER. 


Divergent views were expressed regard- 
inz the vegetable shortage. There seems 
no doubt that there is at present a ‘shortage 
ef cabbages, and in the future broccoli, 
cauliflower and cabbage all will be scarce. 
One Dublin grower said that there would 
be a vegetable famine before the winter 
was out. Another stated that the outlook 
was by no means so serious as that. 

It was difficult in recent months to get 
vegetables planted owing to the ground 
being so hard, while the drought has 
restricted the growth of plants of the 
cabbage type. Carrots have proved a dis- 
appointing crop, but parsnips, which are 
just now coming in, seem satisfactory. 
Late beans and peas also have been 
adversely affected, 

Fruit crops, it is satisfactory to note, 
have been much better than usual,

‘6 I Re GREY will ever be gratefully 
remembered for his devoted ser- 

vices to his country during three successive 
reigns, and in those eventful years proved 
himself not only a distinguished statesman, 
but a great Englishman.’’ This passage

WO new strikes, involving 18,000 


workers, and threats of strikes in 
other industries have set fresh problems 


for the administrators’ of America’s 
‘‘ prosperity drive,’’ 
espite conciliatory efforts by the 


National Recovery Administration, 15,000 
embroidery workers called a strike to-day. 
They demand a thirty hours week, instead 
of the forty hours laid down under the 
industry s code. 
Three thousand miners are also out on 
strike in lowa as a protest against the 
delay in the publication of a coal code. 
Strikes by 10,000 workers in the 
children’s wear industry and 4,000 cinema 
operators ‘are also threatening.

The General will give the coal industry 
until 9 o'clock to-morrow evening to file 
objections against the proposed codes. He 
hopes to forward the completed code to 
the President on' Saturday. 


PETROL RISES, 


Statistics issued to-day show that steel 
production for the week ended September 
2nd dropped to 63.0 per cent., compared 
with 75.2 per cent. for the preceding week. 
According to the Commerce Department, 
automobile exports in July increased by 7 
per cent. compared with June, and 15 per 
cent. compared with July, 1932. To-day 
petrol increased in price by one cent. a 
gallon throughout the United States.

[ )ELEGATES from all parts of the 

Free State arrived in Dublin bas 
day for the two conventions which will 
be held at the Mansion House to-day for 
the purpose of fusing tre Cumann na 
nGaedheal and Centre Parties into the 
new United Ireland Party. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal convention, 
at which nearly four hundred delegates 
will meet under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Cosgrave, will begin at 11 a.m., and Mr. 
MacDermot will open the proceedings at 
the Centre Party convention of ninety 
delegates in another room at 3 p.m. The 
Cumann na nGaedheal representatives will 
be still im session when the other meeting 
begins, 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
TARIFFS. 


Political circles were inclined to attach 
considerable significance to the speech 
delivered by Alderman Corish, Labour 
deputy for Wexford, at New Ross on 
Wednesday, in which he pointed out that 
unemployment had increased since the 
Fianna Fail Party took office, and said 
that the amount of employment provided as 
as a result of the tariffs was more than 


disemployed as a result. 

“ Bad as Mr. Cosgrave was,” he added, 
“he never asked road-workers to work for 
24s. a week or postal workers for less than 
£1, nor did he tell them they would have 
to burn peat, eat porridge, and wear hair 
shirts.”’ 

Although Labour speakers have been 
critical gn specific points of Fianna Fail 
policy since the last election, this is tke 
first time when so comprehensive an indict- 
men of the Government has come from a 
Labour platform.

NO ALLIANCE, 


From the point of view of practical 
politics, however, as distinct from party 
optimism, the statement is of importance 
as indicating that there is no ground for 
the rumours which have been circulated in 
some quarters that the constitutional alli- 
ance will be countered by an alliance 
between Fianna Fail and Labour. On 
the contrary, the Government will be 
forced to revert to its old policy of con- 
ciliating Labour on social questions. 

This brings to the forefront the fact 
that the teachers are to follow the example 
of the civil servants in pressing for the 
remission of their salary “‘cuts”’ along 
with those of the Civic Guards. If an 
opportunity were found of raising the 
question of these ‘‘ cuts ’’ in the Dail, the 
Government’s position would be in serious 
jeopardy.

ICTATORSHIPS were discussed by the 
[) Trade Union ‘Congress at Brighton 
vesterday. 

A report reparedt by the General Secretary, 
Mr. W., . aL. Citrine; dealt with Hitlerism, 
Fascism, and the Russian dictatorship of the 
Left. Economic depression and unemploy- 
ment were common to those countries and 
Britain, and tended to create a position 
favourable to Fasciem. ' 

“Tf economic conditions were to deteriorate 
to a further great extent, it is impossible to 
say what may happen,” commented the 
re ort. 

‘asciam, however, would be no remedy for 
unemployment, and they must be on their 
guard to combat any. tendencies . towards 
dictatorships. 


WORKERS’ SALVATION. 


Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., leader of the 
Opposition, said: " There is no salvation for 
the workers or for the world until the people 
own the means of life and control them in. 
the interests of the whole of the people.”’ 

“* National ownership is the one thing that 

matters.’ He believed that all over the 
world, in spite of reaction, there was growing 
up the old spirit of Socialism. 

In a reference to two of their members 
who belonged to “ the blackleg- proof trade 
union of lawyers,’’ Mr. Lansbury said:—‘‘ I 
wish all unions were as strongly entrenched 
and as truly class and profession conscious 
as them.’ 

M. Jouhaux, President of the International 
Federation of Trade Unions, in a speech in 
French, said:—‘‘ Liberty is in danger. There 
is no course open to democracy but to fight. 
The near future will see a life and death 
struggle between dictatorship and liberty.” 


THE TRAGIC CHAPTER. 


Mr, Citrine, speaking of the report on 
dictatorships, described the happenings in 
Germany as “a revolution of medieval 
mentality—a very tragic chapter in working- 
class history.’ 

Was there a menace of dictatorship in 
Britain? They must not minimise the 
Fascism operating in Britain. It was financed 
from very. doubtful quarters, and was adopt- 
ing the methods of those who believed in 
dictatorship, 

Mr. Citrine declared that the British 
Fascists were adopting’ Communist methods, 
using every strike and grievance as a means 
of agitation, posing as représentatives before 
Public Assistanee Commit 

The movement was foreign in inspiration 
and make-up. Mr, Citrine added :—‘‘ We 
have to combat Fascism before it gets to 
power, If we try to organise by force of 
arms we shall be hopelessly beaten. 

‘If you tell the people that some day the 
Labour movement in this country is going 
to resort‘to armed force you will send many 
yeople into the ranks of the other side.’ 

Mr. Mycock, Manchester (Tailor and Gar- 
ment Workers), moved reference back of the 
report, because he considered it an outrage 
to compare the Soviet Constitution, which 
was the highest form of democracy, with 
Fascism. 


MOTION REJECTED. 


Mr. Aneuria Bevan, M.P.. Cardiff (Miners’ 
Federation), seconding, said Mr... Citrine’s 
speech was the most dangerous he had heard, 
It was the opposite of the reply which the 
trade union movement here ought to make to 
events in Germany.
